The 
incidents of yesterday's session, pre- 
saging the dissolution of the coal 
tion, which is the corner-stone of 
Prince von Buelow’s parliamentary 
policy, cfeated a first-class sensation 
throughout the empire. Herr von 
Normann, Conservative leader, 
practically t both the Liberal and 
the Radical Deputies that his party 
was tired of trying to work in har- 
mony with them on the finance prob- 
lem, and was ready to accept aid from 
any source which was likely to be 
Belpful in putting the measure 
through. 

This means, as generally interpreted, 
@ fresh combination between the Con- 
servatives and the Catholic center 
party, which, after two years’ exclu- 
sion from a voice in legislation, thus 
has a chance to return to power. Herr 
von Normann today declined to ad- 
mit that the bloc has come to grief, 
and says it still can hold together on

Mrs. Lorillard was a distinctive fig- 
ure in Washington society, and the 
news of her death has given the cap- 
ital a shock such as it has not re- 
ceived in years. Tonight the members 
of the famous family are gathering at 
the residence to mourn over the trag- 
edy. Sadly but persistently they are 
insisting that the cause of Mrs. Loril- 
lard’s death was heart failure, though 
the Coroner's certificate tells a dif-

Thus 
as the price varies from week to Week 
the profits will be equal to each mem- 
ber, according to his output.

Methods of Fakers and Mediums 
Are Revealed by Expert 
Hearing of Robert Crawford Smith 
Case—Siate Writing and “Trumpet 
Trick” Explained to Audience. 


The commercial spiritualists, those 
who summon disembodied spirits from 
beyond the sky line at so much per. 
were knocked clean over the legal 
ropes in Judge Rives’s court yester- 


day. when several witnesses gave a 


complete exposé of some of the wiles 
practiced upon the unsuspecting. 

It was another edition of the hearing 
in the Robert Crawford Smith case, 
wherein the heirs are endeavoring to 
prove Smith was not in his right mind 
when he willed $17,000 to three spirit- 
ualistic friends. 

The high lights in the way of enter- 
tainment came in the afternoon, when 
Bishop 8. Garrison, for years a lecturer 
on spiritualism, showed how siate 
writing was done, and demonstrated 
the trumpet trick to the satisfaction 
of even these who had seats in the 
rear. 

The slate-writing trick was “worked 
with Attorney Charles Davis as an as- 
sistant medium. Garrison took a smal] 
late and asking Mr. Davis to stand 
in the middie of the floor, placed it 
under one of his feet. A second slate 
wer then produced and laid on the 
wlate. After a few myscerious 
Passes, the small siate was taken up, 
and on its surface were human faces, 
and this sentence: 

“We are earthbound spirits, hovering 
around those we left behind. Our dear 
ones are here tonight.” 

A chorus of “ahs” escaped the big 
audience, when the inscription on the 
slate was read. Garrison said the 
trick was done by purely human 
agency, though it looked to tne un- 
initiated as if some mysterious mix- 
ture became visible.

WANT INJUNCTION DISSOLVED. 


Interstate Commerce Commissioners to 
Take Initistive in Missouri 
River Rate Case.

With him de- 
parts the era of river navigation on 
the Colorado, for the river now is 
barred by the Leguna Dam, and the 
only remaining use for large river 
craft is to act as lighters for the werk 
of the Reclamation Service. Capt. 
Mellon has navigated the Colorado for 
forty-six years, all the way from the 
Gulf of California to the mouth of the 
Virgin, and even beyond, through 
eafhlons, where he attached ring bolts 
to the granite walls, wherefrom to 
warp his craft over the rapids. In the 
early days he usually carried a fore- 
castle load of Cocopah Indians, whose 
chief duty was to ul the craft over 
the shoals where a channel could not 
be found. His leave-taking was full 
of pathos, a breaking of strong local 
ties.

Obviously they 
take it upon themselves to set aside 
the law, for the returns of both elee- 
tions could not be counted when re- 
ceived. One must have been laid to 
one side while the other was counted. 
go not claim that it was set to 
one side for long, but it might have 
heen set exide for days. allowing al- 
moet any kind of fraud to be prac- 
ticed. 

“There were two ballot boxes and 
two sets of ballots in the hands of 
every election board. There was every 
chance for error in balloting, such as 
von the ballot for cne election in 
the other box. 

NOT SPECIFIC. 

“The purpose for which these bonds 
were voted was not set forward in a’ 
Clear and concise manner. The public 
is entitled by law to know for what 
purpose the money was to be used. 
The terms used in this Instance were 
so general as to allow the board free 
rein. There was no specific amount 
mentioned for use in purchasing lots 
or erecting buildings. No statement as 
to whether the structures were to be 
buflt or bought already constructed. 
No way to determine whether the 
board intended to buy one lot or ten, 
build one big school or a lot of small 
ones.

(6.) The Times has steadfastly and without 
variation given its aid to all practical measures for 
the exposure and suppression of viee and for bet- 
ter moral conditions in the city. We have ever 
stood for practical and effective measures of reform, 
not for mere unbaked notions or fads. 

(7.) When the “recall” was we op- 
posed it upon principle, as we still do, but did not 
lend our support to. Harper or defend his adminis- 
tration. On the contrary, we condemned it in re- 
spect to all those things which appertained to good 
morals and good government. 

(8.) The Times did, however, persistently and 
courageously oppose the recall“ as threatened to 
be applied to Mayor Harper, for the reason that 
we considered the use of this Weapon as unwar- 
ranted and unnecessary under the circumstances. 
Harper was néaring the end of his term, and com- 
mon justice and fair play dictated that he should 
be permitted to serve out the term for which he 
was elected by the people, unless publicly proven to 


ther, out of the mass of charges brought against N 
him some of them were manifestly without founda- 
tion. This claim on his part was suppo by the 
action of the grand jury, which exonerated him 
from guilt in respect to some of these charges, but 
found against him in respect to others. ‘ 

(9.) In any event, he should have been pro- 
ceeded against by due process of law existing long 
before the recall came into being, and hence the“ 
invoking of that method of punishment was need- 
less, unwarranted and unjustifiably expensive. 

(10.) When, finally, the Mayor resigned under 
fire, we held that the object of the recall had been 
accomplished and the necessity for the recall elec- 
tion taken away completely, leaving nobody to re- 
call. In other words, we held that the recall elec- 
tion was unwarranted and unnecessary, and that it 
involved a costly expenditure which the people, 
could they have had an opportunity to speak, would 
have forbidden by a large majority. Moreover, the 
City Council, under the specific authority of the 
charter, had filled the vacancy in the Mayor's office 
temporarily. The Times_held that the Council’s 
action in providing a temporary incumbent should 
not have been taken to cover a few days only, but, 
in accordance with the expressed terms of the 
charter, the appointment should have been for the 
“unexpired term,” viz., from the resignation of 
Harper to the 3ist day of December, 1909, in- 
clugive. We believed then, and believe now, that 
the two main facts of the then situation, viz., the 
fact that there was nobody to recall, and the fur- 
ther fact that the Council had authority under the 
charter to fill the vacancy, should not have been ig- 
nored or passed over lightly, because they are fun- 
damenta! facts, and have to do directly and unde- 
niably with the situation as it existed at the time 
of Mayor Harper's resiguation, and with the action 
of the Council immediately subsequent thereto. The 
facts we here recite were and are undeniable facts, 


the exception that the Council erred in making the 
appointment of Mayor Stephens for a period not 
The Council could nei- 
ther shorten nor lengthen the “unexpired term,” as 
clearly prescribed and described in the charter it- 


met. 

(11.) The Times stands now, where it has stood 
for a long time past, as the unalterable adversary 
of the recall principle, believing that it is not in 
consonance with our stem of republican govérn- 
ment, that it was no. known to the fathers, and 
that it is out of harmony with the Constitution and 
laws made thereunder for the removal from office 
of wrongdoers, apostates and other criminals.

When John W. Kelly, the present Sheriff, took 
office, Bakersfield was as wide open as any frontier 
town. Five or six gambling hells ran day and 
night in company with all the evils that attended 
such conditions. The town was famous as a “sport- 
ing center, as some persist in calling it. 
elly did not go into office with a biare of 
trumpets as a reformer, but after the quietest of 
campaigns 
had tolerated such conditions for twelve years, and 
his first act was to put the lid on gambling. He 
was opposed by the then District Attorney and han- 
dicapped in every possible way, but he persevered 
and won a complete . The gamblers were 


hard losers and kept up a fight for years, but have 


been beaten, and Mr. Kelly has been elected again 
with all the best clements behind him. 

The present District Attorney, former Assembly- 
man J. W. P. Laird, has borne his part in the good 
work. As special attorney be prosecuted a number 
of the gambling cases when the regular law officers 
of the county did little or nothing. When he came 
into office he stood by the Sheriff. ' 

During all this time no attempt was made to sup- 
press gambling in outlying mining camps, where a 
few games were run quietly. The policy is one 
upon which people may differ, although many will 
say that the laws are made to be enforced and that 
is the end of it. However this may be, such con- 
ditions as exist at Mojave cry out for a quick trig- 
ger.

CD OF BUSINESS FAILURES. 
Sradstreet’s recently published a carefully pre- 
pared tabular statement of the business failures in 
the United States for the year 1908, showing a 
total of 14,044, compared with 10,265 in the pre- 
vious year. | 
But the analysis of causes is the part of the ra- 
port which will attract most attention and create 
most surprise. 
Lack of capital is the reason assigned for 342 
out of every 1000 failures in the table; or, in other 
words, one-third of the business casvalties were 
due to persons going into business without enough 
backing. Next comes incompetency, or lack of 
business ability, accounting for 216 out each 
r words, a little more than 
one-fifth of all tho failures were dve to lack of 
natural talent for doing business. Adding together 
the lack of canital and the lack of ability, we find 
558 out of every 1000 failures in the year accounted 
for. That is, more than half the failures were the 
result of insufficient capita! or ability. Next we 
have disasters, which we assume were unavoldable 
incidents in the business of those affected, account- 
1 * 189 out of every 1000, or nearly one-fifth 
of all. 
It is comforting to our national self-esteem and 
reassuring to our confidence in our fellow-men to 


find that fraud underlay only 115 out of every 1000,

HUNT FOR NICK OSWALD WILL 
BSE KEPT GOING. 


Captain of Detectives Returns from 
San Francisco After Vain Search 
for Fugitive, But Northern Police 
to Keep on Looking fer Former 
Boss of Local Tenderloin. 


After a fruitless hunt through the 
underground passages of the San Fran- 
cisco Chinatown and among the dives 
and gambimg dene of the infamous 
Barbary Coast, oa the trail of Nick 
Oswald, Captain of Detectives Flam- 
mer and two other Los Angeles detect- 
ives returned late yesterday afternoon. 
Oswald is believed to be in hiding in 
the northern city. The talk of his pres- 
ence in Tia Juana is believed to have 
| been prbmoted by Oswald's friends 
in order to mislead the officers. 

The police say they are determined 
to locate and arrest the former boss of 
the Tendertoin. They have enlisted 
the services of the San Francisco po- 
lice, who are conducting a thorough 
search of the tenderloin of that city. 
Every outbound ship is watched, and 
officers in plain clothes are fairly 
turning Barbary Coast inside out. 
The doom of the tenderloin power 
on the Coast has been sealed with 
the warrants for Oswald's arrest. The 
Sanctuary offered criminals of San 
Francisco and Los Angeles by the den- 
wens of the dives is to be broken for- 
ever. The word has gone forth for a 
War of annihilation, and the officers 
declare they will not step until the 
power of the macquereaux and their 
Political bosses is nil. 

Chris Buckley, the aged and blind 
boss of the San Francisco tenderloin, 
the king of the district “north of Sac- 
ramento street, is a friend of Os- 
wald's, who was one of his Neutenants 
here. Criminals, particularly political 
criminals; have mysteriousiy disap- 
peared from San Francisco at times 
when they were needed most. Their 
safety y in the ability of the Los 
Angeles tenderloin gang to keep them 
concealed. They were stowed away in 
one or the other of the local dives. 
The same thing has n true relative 
to local criminals. The warrens of the 
San Francisco Chinatown have al- 
ways offered an impenetrable hiding 
place, and crooks of this city who had 
the favor of the tenderloin bosses were 
quickly hidden away when the storm 
clouds gathered. 

Fiammer had ideas of his own re- 
garding the course of flight taken by 
Oswald. Flammer had deen sub- 
poenaed to appear in the San Francisco 
courts on a criminal case. When he 
went north he took two officers along. 
He thinks that Oswald is hidden by the 
tenderloin gang of San Franciscd. As 
much territory as possible was cov-| 
ered during Flammer's stay in the 
north, but te no purpose, The San 
Francisco police are continuing the 
work started by Flammer. and it is 
believed Oswald will be captured.

Wow Head of the American 
Folklore Society. 


BY LOUVISE’M. GEORGE. 


Like a mother coming into her own, 
Miss Alice C. Fletcher, working head 
Of a great natlonal movement for the 
1 of American antiquities, 

come to Los Angeles, where the 
Southwest Society of the A. I A. first 
Faised a voce for the protection of 
historic America. 

Miss Fletcher is a fellow of Har- 
Ward College, bas been connected with 
the Peabody Museum of that institu- 
tien for twenty-seven years, is a noted 
Suthority on ethnology, is acknow!l- 
Sage to be the foremost woman in 
American science today—and I won- 
red how she would look when I 
Went to call on her yesterday aftere 
Hoon, at the Lummis home on East 
Avenue 43. 

While I was waiting: a little, white- 
haired lady came in from an automo- 
Bile outing, and I was wondering 
Whose delightful grandmother she 
eould be, when suddenly I realized 
that I stood in the presence of his- 
Wer, in the presence of a woman who 
ventured alone 
Omahas on an errand of peace—when 
bullets and powder were the sole 
Messengers of the white man—who 
took to her heart the woes of the van- 
ain race, who was their emissary 
to the Great Father at Washington, 
end who secured to the Indians of 

merica legal titles to lands which 

ad been theirs since prehistoric days. 

The general severalty bill or the 
Dawes bill, as jt was known, passed 
hrough the ¢fforts of Miss Fletcher. 
bestowed eighty acres of good arable 
land, or twice that number of acres 
of poorer land, upon every Indian 
man, woman and child in the United 
States in the agricultural sections 
Where such division was possible. 
‘Then by the order of President Cleve- 
nd she was made one of the chief 
executors of this law, and personally 
allotted to 6000 Indians their holdings. 

HELPING INDIANS. 

"Why did I do it?’ she asked. 
"Why, how could I study their cus- 
toms and their songs when the prob- 
Temes of their lives were so pressing? 
I told them I would do what I could 
for them, and the government was 
0 v among se -

cher, with a smile.

Los Angeles, In the name and by the 
authority of the people of the State 
of California, accuse Sam Schenck of 
bribery committed as follows: 

“That heretofore, on or about the 
first day of September, 1907, at and 
in the county of Los Angeles, State of 
California, and before the finding of 
this indictment, the said Sam Schenck 
did then and there wilfully, unlawfully, 
feloniously and corruptly offer to one 
E. J. Fleming. said K. J. Fleming be- 
ing then end there an executive officer 
of the State of California, to wit, Pros- 
ecuting Attorney within and for the 
city of Los Angeles, in the county of 
Los Angeles, State of California, ut 
bribe, to wit, a sum of lawful money 
of the United States. the quantity and 
amount of which is to the said grand 
jurors unknown, with intent then and 
there, wilfully, unlawfully, feloniously 
and corruptly to influence the said E. 
J. Fleming in his action and other 
proceedings as such Prosecuting At- 
torney, to wit, with intent then and 
there wilfully, unlawfully, feloniously 
and corruptly to influence sald E. J 


Fleming, Prosecuting Attorney as 
aforesaid, to neglect, refuse and re- 
train fran prosecuting or causing to 


be prosecuted or arrested any person 
or persons who then kept or main- 
tained, or should thereafter keep or 
maintain houses of ill-fame, resorted 
to for the’ purpose of prostitution or 
lewdness, and persons who wiifully 
resided, or thereafter might reside in 
such houses, in the city of Los An- 
geles, in said county of Los Angeles, 
State of California. The same being 
a crime and crimes under the laws of 
the State of California, it being then 
and there a part of the official duties 
of the said E. J. Fleming. Prosecuting 
Attorney as aforesaid, to prosecute 
and to cause to be prosecuted accord- 
ing to law all such persons as herein 
aforesaid contrary to the form, force 
and effect of the statute in such cases 
made and provided, and against the 
peace and dignity of the people of the 
State of California.” 

The indictment is signed by Dist.- 
Atty. Fredericks, and the witnesses 
named are E. J. Fleming and Sam 
Schenck. 

TELLS OF BRIBERY. 

When his attention was called to the 
indictment, Mr. File gz. who now has 
retired to private practice as a mem- 
ber of the law firm of Hunsaker, Britt 
& Fleming, he acknowledged that he 
had given the testimony before the 
rand jury which resulted .jn the in- 

ictment of Schenck. He was loath 
to beileve, however, that the evidence 
was sufficient to secure a conviction. 

“As Prosecuting Attorney,” said Mr. 
Fieming, “I should have been derelict 
in my duty had 1 failed to prosecute 
Mr. Schenck at the time, being assured 
that I was in possession of sufficient 
evidence to convict him on the charge 
that now has been brought.

“But the law wisely provides that 
more than one witness must give evi- 
dence in a case of this kind, and I am 
the only witness who can testify that 
a bribe was offered.

“During my term as City Prosecut- 
ing Attorney, I was satisfied that de- 
plorable conditions existed in the red- 
light district; that there was graft in 
some quarters; but it was almost im- 
possible to fix the responsibility for it. 

HIS “BIG STICK,” 
“T will say this, however. After Mr. 


Schenck made his proposal to me I 
was able to accomplish much more in 
the cleaning up of the city than had 
been possible’ previous to that time. 
It gave me a club that I was enabled 
to wield with telling effect in many 
quarters.

MIXED IN MANY DEALS. 

Sam Schenck has been mixed in 
many of the Harper enterprises, both 
during and since the term of the late 
and unlamented Mayor.

He gained disrepute early when he 
was accused of insulting young women 
who were walking along Third street 
with Bradner W. Lee, chairman of the 
Republican County Central Committee.
